AVhen  President  Lamkin  Came  into 
tho  auditorium  Friday  morning  to  make 
his  address  before  tho  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  Tcaehors’  Association,  ho  was 
given  an  ovation  by  tho  group  assem¬ 
bled  to  hear  him.  Songs  and  cheers 
assured  him  of  tho  loyal  support  of  tho 
students  of  tho  Oollogo  and  tho  toachors 
of  Northwest  klissouri. 

1  '  Ho  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Cecil  Jon- 

'  kina  superintendent  of  Andrew  County, 
who  spoke  of  the  work  of  kly.  Lamkin 
as  president  of  tho  Collogo. 

Mr.  Lamkin  responded  by  expressing 
his  appreciation  .for  tho  wolcomo  given 
him  and  for  tho  words  of  commendation 
from  Mr.  Jenkins.  Ho  said,  however, 
that  ho  was  coming  not  as  tho  prosidont 
of  tho  Collogo  to  talk  to  tho  group  but 
merely  as  a  speaker  who  had  boon  asked 
to  bring  a  mossago  from  tho  National 
'Education  Association.  Ho  spoke  of 
tho  fact  that  this  association  now  numr 
bored  more  than  two  hundred  thousand, 
an  increase  of  some  fifteen  thousand 
over  last  year.  During  September  of

I  rolled;  during  September  last  your,  only 
eighteen  thousand.  The  N>  E.  A.,  he 
said,  .was  the  largest  publisher  of  Edu- 
oationpV  literature  iit  the  world.

Platform  of  the'  National  Educational 
Association,’’  Mr.  latuikiu  said  that  it 
was  the  common  understanding  that 
.platforms  were  to  run  on,  not  to  stand 
. .  aa;  hut  contrary  to  this  idea  the  plat* 
1  .  of  the  N.  E,  A.  waa  for  th»  latter 
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fortli  tho  idea  tlmt  education  is  tlic 
foundation  of  democracy.  Tho  associa¬ 
tion  stands  strongly  for  democracy  ns 
opposed  to  aristocracy  in  education.  It 
is  strongly  against  state  schools  closing 
tlioir  doors  to  anyone  who  wishes  to 
enter. 

Tlio  N.  E.  A.  stands  against  war.  It 


believes  tlmt  through  education  people 
come  to  knotv  oncli  other,  and  through 
real  acquaintance  comes  understanding, 
wliich  lends  to  peaceful  relations.  Mr. 
Lamkin  tliinks  that  Americans  should 
be  too  proud  to  fight.  “Wo  arc,  as 
citizens,  too  proud  to  enter  street 
brawls,’’  he  said.  “AVo  settle  our  dif¬ 


ferences  througli  the  courts.  I  want 
my  boy  to  be  able  to-  fight,  but  I  want 
him  to  be  unwilling  to  fight.  I  wnnt 
my  country  to  he  able  to  fight,  but  I 
want  it  to  bo  unwilling  to  figlit.  ’’ 

The  N.  E.  A.  recognizes  the  Pnyent 
Teacher  Association  ns  a  valuable  as¬ 
sistant  in  solving  tlic  educ'ational  prob¬ 


lems  of  tlie  country.  Mr.  Lamkin  urged 
tlic  teachers  to  see  tlio  value  in  co¬ 
operation  with  with  that  group. 

One  of  tho  greatest  contributions  of 
tile  N.  E.  A.,  according  to  tlio  Prosidont, 
is  its  activity  in  ciirrieuUim  making.’ 

The  platform  has  a  stsong  plank  on 
physical  odudation.  kir.  Lamkin  made 


it  plain  that  tile  association  was  neither 
for  nor  iigninst  competitive  athletics. 
Ho  considers  tlmt  phase  of  tho  work 
like  tho  paint  on  an  automobile.  “Wo 
would  not  do  away  with  the  paint  on  a 
oar,  but  wo  would  strive  to  make  tho 
engine  better,’’  Mr.  Lamkin  said.

^Environment  Is 
Important  in  Life 
of  Boys, ’Mr.  Cook 

“Until  We  Have  More  Boy  Programs, 

He  Cannot  Expect  Our  Communities 

to  Improve  and  to  Develop  Every 

Boy  One  Hundred  Percent,”  he  said. 

M,r.  E.  O.  Cook,  supcriiitciidout  of  the 
Idaho  Industrial  Training  School,  St. 
Anthony,  Idaho,  spoke  to  the  assembly 
of  Teachers  Tiiiirsday  morning.  Mr. 
Cook,  who  tnught  in  Nodaway  County 
many  years  ago,  used  as  .his  subject, 
“Tliq  Underprivileged  Boy  and  Juven¬ 
ile  Delinquency.”  He  said: 

“The  boy  is  fearfully  and  woiider- 
fiilly  made,  and  if  your  own  boy  or 
boys  with  whom  you  are  dealing  nre 
exceptions  to  the  rule,  I  would  advise 
that  you  take  them  immediately  to  a 
psychologist  or  psychiatrist,  or  tho 
family  doctor,  and  Iiavo  them  exalniiied 
physically  and  moiitally. 

“Some  of  you  are  woiuloriiig  wliat  is 
meant  by  the  term  underprivileged 
boy.’  Tile  term  ‘underprivileged’  has 
been  accepted  generally,  but  there  arc 
still  a  few  who  look  upon  the  term  as 
a  stigma  upon  tho  boy  whose  ciiviroii- 
ment  has  hocii  uiifortiinate.  The  stand 
of  tlic  critics  is  not  well  taken.  Tliose 
of  us  who  hclievo  in  tho  term  ‘niidcr- 
privilegcd’  place  a  high  standard  of 
privilge  for  t!io  boy.  AA’c  believe  tliat 
every  boy  or  girl  is  entitled  to  a  liigii 
scliool  odiieation  and  that  the  average 
boy  or  girl  wlio  goes  out  into  life  with¬ 
out  this  training  is  liaiidicappcd.  To 
t!i:it  extent  they  nre  ‘  iinderprivilgod  ’ 
and  tliey  comprise  OG  per  cent  of  the 
boy  population  of  Aiiiorien,  and  in  the 
world,  more  than  80  per  cent.  Having 
defined  tli'o  imdcrprivilegcd  boy  as  he 
is  generally  understood  by  tlioso  wlio 
iiiivc  studied  the  boy  over  a  period  of 
years,  may  wo  now  consider  dclinqnoii- 
cy,  not  only  juvenile  dcjiiiquency  but 
delinquency  in  general  ?  For  it  is  not 
a  rasli  atatement  that  95  per  cent  of 
all  crime  or  delinquency  found  its  seed 
in'  inception  in  tlie  days  of  childliood 
or  early  young  iiinnliood,  oitlier  througii 
through  tlio  processes  of  ciiviroiiiiiciit 
or  througii  tile  lack  of  opportunity. 

“If  you  arc  tlio  fatlier  of  a  boy  un¬ 
der  10,  tliore  is  more  tban  ono  cluincc 
in  fifty  tliat  lie  will  bo  arrested  for 
some  serious  mistiikc.  Jt  you  employ 
,boys,  you  may  expect  tliat  one  in  every 
thirty  will  he  appieheiidotl  for  some 
misdeed. 

“Now  York  City  alone  pays  thirty- 
six  millions  dollars  every  year  for  the 
protection  of  life  and  property  through 
tho  insti'iimeiitality  of  the  courts,  po¬ 
lice  niid  plnees  of  detention,  and  75 
per  cent  of  tliose  apprehended  aro  un¬ 
der  twonty-fivo  years  of  ago  and  arc 
male,  merely  boys.  Does  tiic  boy  have 
a  chance?' One  in  every  three  needs 
medical  attention.  Three  out  of  four 
will  never  reach  liigh  school. 

“Too  little  has  been  taught  these 
boys  about  tlie  ideals  of  America.  Rad- 1 
ical  doctrines  are  ronehiiig  tlieso  boys 
continually.  Tlie  dark  side-street,  tlio 
corner  gang  and  the  alley  have  too 
long  and  too  well  hidden  the  boy.  Our 
boys  are  underprivileged  beenuso  of  tho 
lack  of  play  space  and  boys  organiza¬ 
tions.  Until  we  have  more  boy  pro¬ 
grams  wo  cannot  expect  our  coiiiiiiuiiity 
to  improve  and  to  develop  every  boy 
into  n  100  per  cent  American,  type.  ■ 

“Environineiit  plays  a  great  part  in 
tho  building  of  a  good  calibre  of  boy¬ 
hood  and  ninnhood  and  the  improve- 
ineiit  of  tho  environmeut  for  tho  boy 
is  n  largo  problem  in  modern  society. 
AA’liile  our  carefree,  pleasure-loving  so¬ 
ciety  neglects  its  boyhood  and  fails  to 
cstablisli  a  program  of  recrentioii,  to 
,jitilizo  tho  spare  .time  of  tlio  boy  and 
to  give  him  t!io  proper  viewpoint  to- 
wnr  dtlio  ideals  of  tills  Republic,  tlio 
onomies  wlio  would  uiimnko  tills  ro- 
piiblie  work  overtime  and  play  upon 
tlio  impressioiiablo  young  mind  by  im- 
prognating  it  with  tlieir  aboniinnblo 
tlioorios  of  politics  and  govorninent. 

“I  wonder  liow  much  of  tlio  iiiahility 
to  produce  on  tho  part  of  tho  worker  is  . 
duo  to  lack  of  training  in  tlio  days  of* 
youth?  Every  business  man  will  tell 
you  tliiit  tho  prodiictivo  power  of  tho 
avorago  worker  .is  10  to  25  percent 
olss  tliaii  ton  years  ago.  Tliis  is  a  boy 
problem.  It  presents  a  case  of  iiiiio  or  j 
ten  years  wasted  which  could  have  boon  • 
used  to  better  lulviintago  lonriiiiig  tho  I 
nidimonts  of  a  trade.  More  tliaii  80 
per  coat  of  all  dolinqiioiiey  takes  place 
ill  tho  spare-time  lioiirs.  If  wo  aro  j 
riglit  ill  declaring  t!iat  tlio  spare-tiino 
liour  is  tlie  diingor  lioiir,  as  seems  to  bo  | 
proven  by  stutisties  at  liuiid,  tlicn  tlio 
probloni  boconios  ono  of  utilizii^g  tlio 
sparb  time  of  youtli.  Tho  iiiiiin ''issue  j 
ill  tills  country  todny  is'  tho  cliild.  Take 
caro  of  him.  Provide  him  witli  proper 
reercatioiial  facilities,  Givo  liim  a 
clmnco  to  employ  ills  spare  tiiiio  under 
proper  leudcrship,  Givo  him  an  op- ' 
poi'tunity  to  get  _tho  riglit^  uttitudo  to- 1 
ward  the  ideals  at  heart  of  this  Reppb- 1

I  T!io  student  at  tlie  Nortliwets  Mis¬ 
souri  State  'reachors  College  pursues  iii- 
striietioii  of  a  faculty  that  is  adequate 
iu  niiiiiber  and  competent  in  ability, 
training  and  experience.  Tlie  number 
of  students  is  not  so  great  that  instruc¬ 
tors  do  not  know  individiiiil  iiionibers 
of  their  classes  and  givo  individual  help 
where  it  is  needed — a  point  tlint  is 
niakiiig  tlio  smaller  colleges  of  high 
I  standards  increasingly  popular. 

|,  President  Uel  AV.  Lniiikin,  who  has 
hoeii  head  of  the  College  since  1920, 
recently  was  honored  by  election  to  tho 
presidency  of  tlio  National-  Education 
Association.  This  honor  comes  ns  a 
recognition  of  President  Lamkin'’s 
prominence  in  educaMoiial  affairs  in  a 
national  way,  and  of  tlio  dovclopinont 
of  his  school  during  tlie  eight  years  of 
Ills  ndniinistrntioii. 

Tho  completion  of  Residence  Hall,  tho 
women’s  dormitory,  in  1923,  and  of  tho 
gymnasiiini  in  1925  gave  tlio  College 
facilities  tliiit  liad  boon  badly  needed 
to  provide  living  quarters'  and  ckiss- 
roonis  for  n  rapidly  growing  student 
body.  Residence  Hall  iirovidos  quarters 
for  about  •  ono  liuiidred  thirty  women 
students,  witli  best  living  conditions  at 
lowest  rates.  The  now  gyninnsiiim  pro¬ 
vides  room  for  iitlilotic  events  niid  for 
pliysicnl  odnention  classes,  making  it 
possible  to  givo  added  class  rooms  in 
tile  ndministrntioii  building. 

AA’ith  these  new  buildings  and  exten¬ 
sive  remodeling  of  tlio  ndininistrntion 
Iniildliig  tlio  equipment  of  tlio  college 
is  iiinplo  for  tlio  student  body  whicli  lias 
more  tliiin  triiilod  iu  oiglit  years.  Class 
room  nnd  labonitory  equipment  is  niod- 
orn,  efficient  and  complete. 

It  is  claimed  by  tho  Oollogo  tliat  a 
student  may  attend  a  tlirce-inontli’s 
term  at  a  cost  tlint  need  not  oxeoed 
.$110 — and  backs  tlio  eontontion  with 
tlio  following  expense  account:  'I’lio 
incide:it:il  fco  of  $15  is  tlio  bargain. 
AVhen  it  is  paid  tlio  student  is  entitled 
to  registration,  tuition,  use  of  books 
for  cliiHSOs  and  roforoneo,  ndmissiou  to 
a  number  of  outortiiiiimonts  of  tlio  bet¬ 
tor  sort  tluit  lire  sponsored  by  tlio  col¬ 
lege,  adniission  to  iitLlotio  events,  sub¬ 
scription  to  tlio  College  paper,  ono-tliird 
of  tho  prieo  of  tho  College  anauiil 
(whoa  a  student  attends  tliroo  terms 
ills  anniinl  is  paid  fur),  hospltiilization 
if  needed  in  St.  Francis  Hospital,  and 
a  few  otlior  little  things — tliat  is  tho 
iiicidontal  fee  of  $15.  Board  and  Room 
may  ho  had  for  $75  u  term;  an  uilow- 
aaco  of  $10  is  made  for  laundry;  another 
$10  is  allowed  for  supplies  and  ineidoii- 
tills.  The  total  is  $110,  and  gives  tho 
student  twelve  jveoks  of  iustructioii  iu 
a  eoUego  of  highest  standards,  uuder  a 
faculty  of  excopHoiiul  strength,  auiid 
pleaiuut  living 'jeuHditioui,  and  gives 


the  student  credit  toward  a  degree  of 
teaching  that  helps  liim  secure  tho 
position  he  wants  after  scliool. 

The  campus  of  Nortliwcst  Missouri 
State  Teachers  College  now  comprises 
117  acres  of  beautifully  located,  rolling 
land,  one  of  the  most  valuable  assets 
being  its  groves  of  fine  old  trees,  its 
slindod  drives  and  Inndsonpiiig  features. 
Ill  addition  to  these  117  acres  tho  col- 
lcg(5  holds  72  acres  under  lease  for  uso 
by  tho  college  farm.  Tho  first  session 
of  tlic  school  was  held  in  tho  Maryville 
High  School,  Building  in  tho  slimmer  of 
1900  nnd  the  cornerstone  of  tho  new 
building  wns  laid  on  October  12,  1907. 

Seventy-two  acres  of  the  college 
grounds  aro  given  over  to  buildings, 
flower  beds,  parks,  groves,  drives  nnd 
walks  and  suck  other  features  ns  make 
an  attractive  campus.  Ono  hundred  nnd 
twenty-five  acred  arc  given  over  to  the 
college  farm  nnd  aro  used  for  pastures, 
cultivated  crops  for  the  dairy  herd, 
hogs,  poultry  nnd  farm  buildings.  A 
portion  is  also  devoted  to  the  college 
garden  and  nursery,  where  berries, 
fruits,  various  kinds  of  vegetables  and 
nursery  stock  aro  grown  by  tlie  agri¬ 
cultural  students. 

A  well  constnicte'd  grcoiiliouso  for 
biology,  agricutluro  and  campus  upkeep 
is  an  important  feature.  Twelve  summer 
cottages  for  students  at  a  reasonable 
rate  of  rental  are  practical  assets.  Tho 
college  farm  is  well  started  on  a  build¬ 
ing  program  which  includes  a  dairy 
barn,-  grain  and  implement  sheds,  hog 
nnd  poultry  houses.

lioys’  glee  cliili  of  the  College  leading 
iu  tlie  singing  of  tiio  Alinii  Muter  by 
tlio  assembly.  T!iis  was  followed  by 
the  invocation,  given  by  tlic  Reverend 
Robert  Burns,  pastor  of  the  First 
Christian  Cliurcli,  Maryville. 

Hon.  Charles  A.  Leo,  .State  Superin- 1 
tciident  of  Scliools  iu  his  address  on 
Scliool  Legislation  told  the  members 
of  the  Associntiqn  that  the  school  sys¬ 
tem  of  the  future  will  depend  upon  tho 
actions  of  tho  General  Assembly. 

“For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1922,” 
Mr.  Loo  said,  “tlio  people  of  this  state 
spent  for  tenchors  salaries  iiiid  inciden¬ 
tal  expenses  tlie  sum  of  $31,947,000.-  Of 
tliis  amount  the  stnto  t'oiitributcd 
tlirough  the  state  school  fund  .$4,347,- 
790,  or  13  per  cent  of  the  total  aiiioiint 
that  wns  spent  for  those  items.  For  the 
school  year  ending  Juno  30,  1928,  there 
was  spent  for  teachers  salaries  and  iii- 
cideiitiil  expenses  iipproximiitoly  42 
millions  of  dollars,  which  was  an  in¬ 
crease  over  tlio  amount  spent  in  1922 
of  10  1-2  millions,  or  approximately  33 
per  cent. 

“Of  the  amount  spent  in  1928  tho 
state^pnid  only  $2,441,281,  or  0  per  cent 
of  the  total.  So  wo  see  for  the  six-year 
period  tlio  cost  of  educ'ntioh  increased 
about  33  per  cent  nnd  tlio  state  school 
fund  decreases  7  per  cent. 

“Thiit  is  the  reason  wliy  many  school 
districts  find  it  almost  inipossiblo  to 
finance  their  schools. 

“I  realize”  he  said,  “  that  one-third 
part  of  tho  general  revenue  set  aside 
for  the  public  scliools  amounted  to  al¬ 
most  ns  iiiuo  blast  year  as  it  did  in 
1922,  but  tlio  items  of  special  aid  to  the 
poorer  districts  Iiiive  increased  very 
materinlly.  In  order  to  Iiav'o  averted 
the  present  situation  t!ie  General  As¬ 
sembly  should  have  niiidc  a  direct  ap¬ 
propriation  for  tlie  poorer  districts. 

“If  tlie  next  Gqiieinl  Assembly  docs 
not  raise  a  larger  general  distributive 
fund  to  apportion  to  all  tlie  schools  and 
an  equnlizing  fund  to  provide  special 
iissistiiuce  for  the  poorer  districts,  tlie 
state  will  liavo  to  take  a  backward  step. 
'Tlie  crises  is  hero.*  Tho  scliool  system 
of  tho  future  will  bo  dotoriiiincd  by  tlio 
manlier  in  wliicli  tlio  General  Assembly 
meets  the  situiitioii. 

“I  do  not  see  liow  iiiiyono  can  point 
witli  pride  to  our  present  scohol  sys¬ 
tem,”  coiitimicd  Air.  Lee,  wlien  wc  re¬ 
alize,  first,  tlio  onornious  waste  of 
money  in  ninintaining  so  nmiiy  small 
districts;-  second,  that  tlio  boys  niid 
girls  in  ninro- than  1,200  riiriil  districts 
wore  denied  tlio  privilege  of  nttending 
an  oight-nioiitlis  term  of  school  last 
year  (many  of  tliese  districts  having 
only  a  two  or  a  tliroe-inonths  term); 
tliirdi  tlio  boys  nnd  girls  in  tlic  rural 
sections  being  denied  tlie  privileges  of 
n  liigli  scliool  education;  nnd  fourth,  the 
total  salary  that  iipproxinintcly  one-half 
of  tho  rural  teachers  heceived  was  less 
tlinii  $000  for  tho  entire  year. 

“If  we  believe  in-  public  education 
,wo  believe  tliat  ‘the  wealtli  of  the 


state  should  he  back  of  the  educational 
program  of  tlie  state.’  Tliis  is  not  tha 
case  at  tlie  present  time.”

A  Norwelgan  Omelet  makes  an  appe¬ 
tizing  liot  dish-  for  the  Sunday  night 
supper.  To  make  it,  proceed  as  follows.- 
Iii  .a  frying  pan  melt  two  or  more  table¬ 
spoonfuls  of  butter.  AVhen  the  butter 
is  liot,  put  into  it  a  can  of  small  sar¬ 
dines  that  li.ave  been  preserved  in  oiL 
Arrnngo  the  sardines  so  that  they  lie 
in  the  pan  like  spokes  in  a  wheel.  Beat 
up  together  three  eggs,  or  as  many  as 
are  required  for  the  number  to  be 
served,  nnd  pour  slowly  over  the  sar¬ 
dines.  Cook  without  stirring  as  for  a 
plain  omelet  anif  servo  bottom-side  up 
on  a  hot  pl.ate.  Out  in  pie-shaped  pieces. 

Norweigian  Sand-wlcbes  would  be  good 
to  accompany  tho  omelet.  One  variety 
is  made  by  placing  on  a  round  of  but¬ 
tered  bread  a  thin  slice  of  cream  clieeso' 
and  a  slice  of  tomato.  Another  has  a 
slice  of  buttered  bread,  a  thin  slice  of 
iiiineed  liam,  and  a  slice  of  pickled 
beet.  Still  another  has  the  buttered  ' 
broad,  minced  ham,  onion,  and  Swiss 
clicoso.  No  Norwegian  sandwicli  has  n 
top  of  a  second  slice  of  bread.

Teachers  Association  celebrates  its 
elcA'cnth  birthday. 

The  present  organization  was  ‘‘born” 
NoA'ember  1,  1917,  at  Avhat  avus  then 
the  Fifth  District  Normal  School  of 
MaryA'ille. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  state  associa¬ 
tion  that  year  tho  plan  A\'as  made  to 
IiaA'c  eight  divisional  districts  of  the 
state,  one  in  c;ich  of  the  normal  dis-^ 
triets  and  one  .c.acK  in  St,  Joseph,  St. 
Louis,  and  Kansas  City.  Resolutions  to 
this  effect  Avcrc  passed  at  the  state 
meeting  and  a  committee  headed  by 
former  president  Ira  K.  Richardson  of 
the  Fifth  District  Normal  school  AA'as 
appointed  to  organize  the  tijachers  in 
tho  fifth  district. 

Dr.  Ira  K.  Richardson,  president  of

Sigma  Tau  Delta  has  as  its  purpose 
the  promoting  of  the  mastery  of  Avritton 
expression,  tho  encouraging  of  Avorth- 
Avhile  rending,  and  the  fostering  of  a 
spirit  of  felloAA'ship  among  inen  and 
Avomen  specializing  in  English.  Chap¬ 
ters  may  be  installed  only  in  approved 
colleges  offering  four  years  of  standard 
AA'ork  leading  to  a  baccalaureate  degree. 
It  is  generally  considered  essential  that 
the  institution  be  a  nicmber  of  tho 
regional  .'isociation  pertaining  to  its 
section,  that_  is,  the  North  Central  As¬ 
sociation  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  for 
e.xample. 

The  fraternity  provides  for  ten  de¬ 
grees  of  nieiiibership  oA'ailablo  upon 
election  and  mcirt  as  set  forth  in  its 
constitution.  There  arc  three  under¬ 
graduate  degrees  and  seven  graduate 
ones.  The  ’  tenth  degree  is  attained 
only  by  distinction  through  literary 
production  ns  vieAvod  by  the'  National 
Grand  Chapter. 

The  emblem  of  Sigma  Tau  Delta  is  a 
badge  or  key  in  the  form  of  a  closed 
book  of  gold  bearing  through  its  middle 
as  the  stem  of  tlui  design  a  fountain 
pen,  on  the  right  of  tho  stem  the  Greek 
letters  Sigma  Tan  Delta,  and  on  tho 
left  a  torch  of  Avhicli  the  flame  is  a 
joAA'cl  designating  tho  degree  of  tho 
AA'earer.  The  emblem  of  the  active  mem¬ 
ber  has  the  pen  of  cardinal  ,tippod  AA’ith 
black  and  gold;  that  of  the  associate 
member  has  the  pen  of  black  Avitli  car¬ 
dinal  and  gold  tips  and  cap  base./ 

There  are  at  present  thirty-six  chap¬ 
ters  of  Sigma  Tau  Delta,  the  thirty- 
sixth  chapter  having  boon  granted  to 
William  JeAvell  College  on  March  22, 
1928.
